[THE COORDINATING COMMITTEE PASSED THE PROPOSAL TO THE CONTROL 
ZOUNCIL ON NOV. 27 OF THAT YEAR, AND THREE DAYS LATER THE RULING 
5 STAMPED ITS OKAY ON THE PLAN AS PROPOSED BY THE SUBORDINATE 


THE AIR DIRECTORATE SAID THIS WAS WHY IT WAS PROPOSING THE AIR 
CORRIDORS AND OTHER MEASURES: 

“BECAUSE OF THE INCREASING NUMBER OF FLIGHTS BETWEEN THE GREATER 
BERLIN AREA AND THE RESPECTIVE OCCUPIED ZONES OF THE FOUR ALLIED 
POWERS IN GERMANY AND BECAUSE THEIR FLIGHTS MUST OFTEN BE UNDERTAKEN 
IN CONDITIONS OF POORER VISIBILITY OR AT NIGHT INVOLVING RISK OF 
COLLISIONS, THERE IS A REAL NEED TO INSURE SAFETY OF FLIGHTS OVER 
THE OCCUPIED ZONEs AND THE GREATER BERLIN AREA BY MEANS OF A 


CORRIDORS UNDER STRICT RULES OF FLIGHT FOR ALL 
AIRCRAFT USING THE CORRIDORS." 

UeSe OFFICIALS CITED THIS LANGUAGE AS SHOWING THE ALLIES ALREADY 
HAD BASIC FLIGHT RIGHTS To BERLIN, AND DID NOT DERIVE THEM FROM
